LONDON, 
NOV. 1 5 . — T h e 
sculling 
match between Edward Hanlan, of 
Toronto, and Edward Trickett, of 
Sydney, N. 8. W., over the Thames 
championship course, from Putney to 
Mortlake, for the championship of 
the world, sportsman's challenge cup 
and £400 sterling, came off to-day, 
and was won by Hanlan in his usual 
style. The race was a mere proces- 
sion from start to 
finish. 
Hanlan 
rowed ia splendid form. He slopped 
several times, allowing Trickett to 
come up. 
Tremendous crowds of 
people witnessed 
the affair. 
The 
river was perfectly still, and the 
weather also perfectly, favorable.

LONDON, November 15.—This morn- 
ing Trickett was again the favor- 
ite 
in the betting, o to 4 being 
taken on him and made to the extent 
of £1,000. Before the start Hanlan had 
taken tbe first place in the bettingi 
Seven to four on him was offered freely 
and some wagers were made two to one. 
The weather was dull and misty and 
the air chilly. The start took place at 
12:14 o'clock, at which time the tide 
was nearly full and the water slack 
and smooth throughout. 
Hanlan had 
the sunny side of tbe river, 
A very 
even start was effected, Hanlan strik- 
ing the water at the rate of thirty- 
five strokes to the minute, and Trick- 
ett at a rate of t'orty-one 
Hfnian 
rowed easily and in perfect style, 
showing his superiority of 
stroke. 
The 
Crabtree 
v<ras 
passed 
in 
six minutes and two seconds from 
the starting point. 
Here Trickett 
began to labor and look ill, and by 
the time the soap works were reached 
the race was absolutely over. 
O c 
casionally 
Hanlan* stopped 
rowing 
until Tricket came up, when a few 
powerful strokes would send 
him 
ahead again. Between Hammersmith 
and Oheswick Hanlan laid down twice. 
He stopped entirely once, again pad- 
dled along first with one scull then 
with the other. 
He leaned over to 
wash his face and chatted with Elliott 
who was 
rowing along side, and 
finally won by about three lengths, 
which he could have made half a 
mile if he had so chosen. Time 26 
minutes and 19 spconds. 
Trickett's 
form created great disappointment. 
He was much distressed at the finish, 
while Hanlan was perfectly fresh.

On4Baturday he, in company with an- 
oth^ young man named Guntber 
weiik t^ qut wood for a sick man near 
by. Thé éountry in this vicinity seems 
to'he One almost impenetrable forest. 
On the way home the two got lost^ 
Ànd darkness overtaking them added 
teirror to the occasion. They disputed 
as to the way out, one going one way, 
and the other another way. 
Qunther 
wandered all Saturday night through 
A vet J severe storm, and got home on 
Sunday morning. 
Brown not turn- 
ing upi quite a number of persons 
turned out and scoured the woods for 
him. They hunted all day Sunday 
without 
iuccess, 
and 
to-day 
search was again made. They traced 
him and found his dead body about 
four miles from the place of his sep- 
aration with Gunther. 
He seems to 
have wandered round and round, 
walking, perhaps, a great distance. 
All is surmise as to the cause of his 
death. It is very probable that it 
was caused more by exposure to the 
intense cold of Sunday rather than by 
exhaustion. There are evidences that 
he was alive on Sunday. 
The poor 
fellow's death is deeply regretted hy 
a great many people of Modoc,"as well 
as by those at the scene of his work. 
He was well known here as an honest, 
upright and honorable young man. 
The body was brought here to-day, 
and now lies at one of the hotels, 
awaiting orders by telegraph from his 
people at Thomasbury.

At JCnock- 
anrose, near WalshtK>wn, yesterday, 
for the purpose of Boycotting 180 
landlordf and land agents in the 
neighborhood 
James O'Brien, the 
Irish American, in the course of a 
speech, said: If Bayocotting these 
men had not the effect of reforming 
them the people would resort to 
stronger measures, and try if ieaden 
pills would suit their digestion. 
The 
first duty of every Irishman, he said, 
was to get a rifle, and the second duty 
was to use it. 
He added there were 
600,000 stout men in America who 
would die happy if they could kill 
one cursed landlord.

Aa a traveler^ climbing a mountain 
path, pauses betimes to take breath 
an i esiimatfl the progress made, so 
we meet to.day to give thanks to God 
for his mercies past, to recount 
the 
trials and success of thesn early years 
«f our history as a church, isnd to 
carefully weigh the duties and refipon- 
sibilitiea before U5. 


Nine rears ago, this second Lord's 
day in November, the congr-igatinu of 
disciples in this city had its origin. 
Few churches are begun in the prea 
ence of jj:reater difficulties, 
f a d e r 
the moat favoring circunntances the 
inoces^ful prosecution of chri« iau en- 
tetf risea in such a city aa thi^ iá not 
^asy, but to build up a con^fregition 
from a beg.ianing so meager, to se.?ure 
a church property in sj short a ti ue 
iif such value durieg a fieriod of 
Rnancial pressure could only 
have 
been achieved by the cxerclso of the 
stroogest faith and tiie moat d ter- 
minad energy. 
]f in 
the years to 
eomc the harvest of usefulness shall 
be 'commensurate with the seeds of 
toil and sacriâce sown at the begin> 
uing surely none that have partici- 
pated in these early straggles will re- 
gret the part they have taken. 


While the interest of this associa- 
tion properly centers in the fortunes 
®f this individual congregation we 
have thought that a better view of its 
history might be g lined in the light 
t'i a few plain statements relating to 
the originand progress of that religious 
moTement of which this enterprise is 
a result. 
Nothing is more certain 
than 
that 
every 
religious 
or- 
ganiz'tion 
should 
be 
able 
to 
give 
good 
find 
valid 
reason 
for its separate existence. 
What nav^ 
ri?e to the movement of the disciples? 
What is the distinctive principle that 
has nc'uated them in t^aei^ growth? 
What progress have they made toward 
the achievement of the end »ought? 


The condition of 
christian work 
previous to the present century and 
at iti" beginning, in many essential 
Tecpect?, was far diffcirent from the 
present. 
There was far leas of tV.e 
spirit of religious harmony then than 
now. 
The party lines of the various 
eeoiB were closely drawn and even 
minor differences hotly contested and 
of tea bitterly argued. 
Intolerance 
and bigotry not only existed, but for 
the most part such a spirit was openly 
avowed. 
For more than two centu- 
ries previous to the present a fierce 
GOBlest had existed beoween Roman- 
ism and Protestantism. 
No sooner, 
however, had this bloody 
conflict 
eeased than war was danlared among 
the already nu nerous fragments of 
Protestantism itself. 
Whether Epis- 
copal or Presbyterian doctrines and 
forms should prevail, or whether, what 
was equally obnoxious to both, the 
motley 
independents 
should 
tri- 
nmph, 
was 
the 
question 
pri- 
marily 
decided, 
as 
in 
the 
contest 
for 
political 
supremacy 
the one or the other came to the sur 
face. Nor did the evil stop here. 
When secured in power the work of 
disintegration and ^discord began in 
the ranks of the dominant 
party. 
Thus as the tape worm propagates by 
the separation of its body in fragment?, 
each part developingorgans of destruc- 
tion to its unhappy victim, so was the 
church in its (^cordant state, becom- 
ing the cause of political and social 
disease rather than a power to elevate 
and purify society. 
When two cen- 
turies ago the memorable long parlia- 
ment was in session it will be i emem- 
bered that Sir Henry Vane at 
the 
head of a body of independents ap 
peared 
before 
it 
petitioning 
for luch 
a degree 
of 
toleration 
in 
religious 
opinions 
as 
we 
now enjoy. They were repulsed with 
the following indignant reply : " Tdl- 
eratlon," said they, "will make the 
kingdom a Chaos, a BaOel, a Sodom, 
an Egypt, a Babylon ; toleration 
is 
the grand work of the devil; his mas- 
terpiece and chief engine to nphold 
his tottering kingdom; as original sin 
is the fundamental sin, having the 
feed and spawn of all sin in it, so tol- 
eration hath all errors in it and all 
evils." 


It was in the atmosphere of such 
influences that the Campbsll's, father 
and son, came to feel the desirability 
of christian union and to seek a plan 
for its accomplishment. 
They 
be- 
longed to an influential branch of the 
Preibyterian family known as Saced- 
en.

as an advocate of religious reform. 


It was the fond hope of Mr. Camp 
bell that what had failed in the 0;d 
World might succeed in the atmos 
phere of religious fr^dom and tolera- 
tion prevailing in this countty. Soon 
alter his arrivai, therefore, he bagan 
ia his new Ôeld of labor to advocate 
the measures that lay so near his 
heart. 
Having failed in the Old 
World to unite his church on a hu- 
man basis, he now pleaded for a union 
upon a foundation which he supposed 
would be acceptable to all chris- 
tians 
Who should realize 
the de- 
sirability of union among the people 
of God. 
He proposed the word of 
God alone as a basis of harmony. 
"Let none think," he said, referring 
to this matter in his address to the 
synod, "that I entertain the Tain pre- 
sumption of being infallible. So far 
am I from this, that I dare not ven- 
ture to trust my own understanding 
so far as to take upon me to teach 
anything as a matter of faith or duty 
but what is already expressly taught 
and enjoined by divine 
authority." 
What he thus advocated in theory, 
he 
frequently put 
into 
practice. 
Finally, becoming convinced that the 
place so dear to his heart could not ba 
made to succeed within the bounds of 
hid own church he withdrew and con- 
tinued to advocate the principles he 
had 
proclaimed 
independently. 
Many people gathered to hear him in 
barns, beneath the sh.^de of forest 
tree» and at the homes of such as 
sympathised 
with his views. 
In 
these labors his eon, Alexander, co op- 
erated heartily. 


An association was formed of those 
belonging to different churches or to 
none, whose sole object was to pro- 
mote christian union. 
This 
they 
still hoped could be brought about on 
a scriptural bisis. 
They announced 
as the principle guiding their investi 
gâtions, "Where the scriptures speak 
we speak; where the scriptures are 
silent we are silent." 
This was in- 
deed a 
bold step. 
It is doubtful 
whetiier they realiisd the result to 
which it pointed. 
It involved the 
easting awav of humin creeds, and 
the discarding of 
many cherished 
opinions that had hitherto bien made 
tests of 
fellowship. 
It 
coiuinitted 
them to seek a return to the simplic- 
ity of 
primitive Christianity, over- 
leaping in their search for authority, 
the decree of a multitude of 
venera- 
ble councils. 
From this point of de- 
parture began the evolution of primi- 
tive Christianity ac they understood 
it. 
As their investigation .progres-sed, 
the whole system of chritlian teach- 
ing, as well a-i every practice con 
nected with the churoh of Christ, whs 
submitted to the test of 
scriptural 
authority. 
Whatever diviaion 
of 
sentimtnt there may bo as to the 
wisdom of their cours?', none c.in 
question their sincerity, us, one nfter 
another, cherished opinions and lim«- 
honored practices were relinquished 
for what they esteemed truth.'' 


Piirhapi no question trouoled thaoi 
more than that concerning 


THE ORDINANCE OF B.iPTISM. 
They were not rudo iconaciast^ do 
lighting in the overthrow of what iht^ 
fathers had baliev.^d and 
practiced 
for centuries; yet they found thntthe 
measure of faith and practice adopted 
by them in the baginning compalled 
them to abiinloG c-;rtiui pr-icticea 
sanctioned in some of the alaridanls. 
Findinarthe new testament si'eat coa- 
ctrning infant membership they bad 
no choice but to abandon it. 
Thyy 
had not been educated to practice im- 
mersion, save rarely, when -apecia'ly 
preferred. 
All the force of preju- 
dice was against change. But, reluct- 
antly, they sought to apply the teaï. 
They decided that immersion was the 
primative act of baptism and at once 
i^gan its exclusive practice. 
Indeed 
there does not aeem to have been a 
great difference in the minds of emi- 
nent theologians of the p ist 
aa to 
what was primative and 
apostolic, 
but rather whether the*ordinances of 
the church might not be varied 
in 
form to suit the convenience of other 
circumstances from those under which 
they originated. Many great teachers: 
inciuding Luther, 
Wesley, 
Ciark, 
Whitefield, Baxter and 
Chalmers, 
hare left unmistakable words corrob 
orating the views reacted by 
the 
Campbells. 
Perhaps the strongest of 
these utterances were 
made 
only 
a 
few 
months 
since by 
Dean 
Stanley of London, who stands un- 
questionable at the head of modern 
church historians as he doea in repu- 
tation among the clergy of the estab- 
lished church of England. 
While he 
does not himself favor immersion save 
in exceptional cases he uses these em- 
phatic words concerning its history. 
"There can be no question that the 
original form of baptism, the very 
meuning of the word, was complete 
immersion in the deep 
baptismal 
waters; and that for at least four 
centuries, any other form was either, 
unknown or regarded, unless in the 
case of dangerous illness, as an 
ex- 
ceptional almostjmonstrous case." 
So 
also in the celebrotion of the Lord's 
Supper, the lisciples are singular in 
practicing weekly communion. 
Tet 
nothing can be less questioned than 
that such was the practice of the 
early church. 


THE GROWTH OF THE CHURCH. 


One question remains .to be an- 
swered in the outset 
propounded. 
What success has attended this move- 
ment? 
Something more than half a 
centennial has passed and during that 
time our numbers, accoj^iog to latest 
BiatisticB, are about six' hundred thous- 
and, exceeded 
only 
in 
numerical 
strength by only three Protestant bod- 
let in this country. 
Uhurehe« hay« 


been t)rmcd in etery states in t l f 
union, in f i e Brit sh province! :Grei&t 
Britain and Australia. 
Mis^icnary 
work 18 bsing i9Ucdei»fully sustained 
in France^ German^, T\itkev and the 
islands of the see; P/i^psrQtis colleges 
have be«ti jrotlnied in West Virginia, 
Oaio, Keatucky, Illinois, 
Indiana, 
Missouri, Iowa and California, aim- 
ing at a high order of christian cul- 
ture. 
Numerous weeklies and month- 
lies, r l t h an able quarterly, have teen 
sustained in their advocacy of primi- 
tive Christianity. 


It may be asked whether all has 
been acc^mpliahed that, was at first 
expected by those with whom the 
movement originated. 
lii reply, it 
must be admitttr^d that the specific 
end sought at first has not yet been 
reached. 


While on the one hand, too much 
was looked for, vastly more has been 
accomplished in other directions than 
any one had ventured to predict. 
A 
large brotherhood has been 
gath- 
ered, 
rapidly 
growing 
in 
num- 
bers 
and 
every . year 
consol- 
iddting 
its 
ranks, 
which 
cannot 
fail in the years to come, to be a fac- 
tor of no inconsiderable importance in 
the product of christian work, and the 
growth of cHristian influence. 
Nor 
do we believe that all the fond hope-i 
at lirat entertained for organic union 
among the people of Gi>d will end in 
disappointment, .^n thiie latter yean 
almost 
every 
trend 
of 
christiaB 
thought, as well aa the great march of 
events, have been in the direction of 
consolidation. 
The 
thralldom 
of 
cieeda has grown weaker and party 
lines are being effaced. Many good 
men of all religious parties have been 
praying for christian union. 
Wheth- 
er the answer be near or far away, we 
believe that it will some day be realii- 
ed. If it ia complete and permanent it 
will be upon a divine basis—the word 
of God, rather than any formula of 
faith. 
"Our little systems have their day; 


They haTe their day aud cease to be; 
They a o batbroKen lights of Thee, 
And Thou, O, Lord, are more than they." 
It is folly to seek to conform to 
each other's views; it cannot be. 
We. 
as a psople, are seeking the place of 
starting. 
We believe it is possible to 
stand in teaching in practice 
where 
the chur-^h storxl eighteen 
hundred 
years ago. 


In so far as we are able to attain 
that position we are certainly where 
ail christians will bo when the inter* 
- essory prayer of the Savior is answer. 
May God give us grace to occupy 
that place, not only in name but 
in 
fact; not alone in form but in the ex- 
emplification of its highest spirit. 


THE FOET WAYNE CHURCH. 
Realieing the importance of estab- 
lishing churches in populous centres, 
the board of home miasions of 
the 
Christian church in Indiana, decided 
aa soon as possible to found a church 
iu this city. 
The place was finally 
matured iu the convention held at 
Kokomo in October, 1871. 
Elder N. 
J. Aylsworth, then at Angola, 
was 
called to the work find entered up- 
on his new field the first week of the 
following November. 
The services 
were at first held in Anderson's hall 
on Broadway. 
At the first gathering 
the request that all who had formerly 
been connected with 
the disciples 
make their presence known was re- 
¡^ponded to by four persons. 
Two 
weeks later a temporary organization 
wasaSected with a membership ot 
eight. 
T»vo of the number. Sisters 
L 'e and B-irton, of blessed memory 
have 
passed 
away. 
A 
part 
have 
removed 
fiom 
the 
city, 
and two or three still rennin active 
members of the present oiganiaition 
Of the 


SiaUGGLKS AND HARDSHirS 
that followed; of the 
financial 
re- 
verses which scon eettJed upon the 
country, almost r endering the 
mh- 
fionary society piwerleasto aid in the 
work begun; of tke failing health of 
the first pastor, compelling him to 
leave thvm in their greatest need; of 
the.^e and 
other 
'eminiseenaes, 
I 
will 
not 
speak. 
They 
are 
only 
too painfully 
fresh in the memo- 
ry of 
most 
to need a reminder. 
It would be gratifying to be able to 
mention the names of some whose 
constancy and sacrifices on behalf of 
the church were conspicuous during 
this trying penod of its history, but 
unable to give a complete list of auch 
names, we forbear to mention any. 
Those who are familiar with the pswt 
and present rec »rds of the church will 
not fail to accord to a few, some of 
whom are present to-day, the highest 
praise and gratitude for the part they 
lava taken in thia work. 
Of those 
from without who deserve the lasting 
gratitude of t h e ^ u r c h , it cannot be 
improper to mention the name of L 
L. Ciirpenter. Next to its first pastor, 
he has ever b^en conspicuous in

God has indeed bleaaed the work 
thus empropitiously 
begun. 
The 
pleasant church in which we meet to- 
day is owned with an indebtedness, 
not large and which with 
proper 
energy 
and 
management 
ahould 
be in a short time full^ liquidated. 
In other respecta the church is self- 
supporting, and if all do their part, 
need not suffer financially.

A serious railroad accident occurred 
near Valparaiso, yesterday (Sunday) 
morning, by which two men received 
very severe, if not fatal, injuries.

The second section of train No. 16, 
drawn by engine No. 212, had a time 
order to Valparaiso against train No. 8,

ahead to Valparaiso, to notify the 
passenger train as to the condition he 
was in.

Meantime, while he was away, the 
third section of the train No. 16 came 
up, coupled with the second (Blaine's) 
section, and was pushing on towards 
Valparaiso, when Blaine, supposing 
that his train remained where he had 
left it, ran into it with a terrific force. 


He received severe injuries in the 
collision, breaking bis leg in two 
places, and being frightfully bruised. 
Ben Washington, the fireman, was 
terribly cut up.
